Mr. Reeves 
himself came originally from Ken- 
tucky to the above mentioned prairie, 
which was the scone of the Pope and 
Nowland duel (at that juncture, con- 
sidered to be Texas).

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Joint Control of 
Panama Canal Is 
Clouded by Suez 


lext to the Vietnam war the 
greatest international issue 


i confronting the current Con- 


gress is future control of the 
Panama Canal. 


The dilemma in which 
the 


United States finds itself is simp- 
ly this: While we want to be a 
good neighbor to the Latins south 
of us it is vital to our security 
that the Panama Canal be for- 
ever open to the passage of com- 
merce and fighting ships between 
our East and West Coasts. This 
is one question on which our 
neighbors should definitely un- 
derstand we would fight rather 
than talk. And there isn't 
a 


government in the world, placed 
in our shoes, that would give 
any other answer. 


The original Panama Canal 


Zone was set up by treaty with 
the Republic of Panama as sov- 
ereign U.S. territory. It is true 
there was some skulduggery in 
the beginning. Under the adminis- 
tration of Theodore Roosevelt we 
sought canal rights from the Re- 
public of Colombia, which then 
included the Panama area, but 
Colombia politics blocked us— 
and there was a mysterious rev- 
olution in which the people of 
the 
Isthmus of Panama broke 


away from Colombia and set up 
their own republic. Immediately 
thereafter the Canal Zone was 
deeded to the United States. These 
circumstances were later 
re- 


viewed in the administration of 
Woodrow Wilson and our country 
made a voluntary damage pay- 
ment of 25 million dollars to 
Colombia. 


So we have had complete sov- 


ereignty over the Canal Zone 
until today— but now it is pro- 
posed to put the canal under the 
control of a joint commission, 
five men from the United States, 
and four from the Republic of 
I&nama. The plan is bitterly op- 
posed in the Congress. 


For one thing, the proposed n&w 


treaty was forced by repeated 
mob action in the Republic of 
Panama— fully as arbitrary as 
our own action in acquiring the 
canal route in the first place. 
Any treaty conceived under such 
circumstances automatically rai- 
ses the doubt whether an inter- 
national commission can ad- 
minister the Panama Canal in a 
way to fully protect the United 
States trade and military securi- 
ty. 


The example of the Suez Canal 


seems to answer: "No— it can't 
be done." 


Suez was built and controlled 


by a major power, France, un- 
til mob action enabled a minor 
power, Egypt, to seize it. Now 
Egypt, suffering from domestic 
politics and defeat in a local 
war, has closed Suez— crippling 
the ocean traffic of all nations. 


At the time of the Egyptian 


seizure Great Britain and France 
sent a joint military expedition 
to Suez' relief. But our unhappy 
American government exercised 
its inalienable right to be wrong, 
intervened against the British and 
French— and Suez went to Egypt. 


In all probability the opposi- 


tion to a new canal treaty with 
Panama has its center in rec- 
ognition of the fact that we made 
a mistake in the case of Suez— 
and wish to avoid the same mis- 
take with Panama. 


For all we know, the mob ac- 


tion within the Republic of Pan- 
ama which led to the new treaty 
proposal was inspired by Com- 
munist agitators— and if this is 
true, then we have a forecast 
on what to expect if the canal 
is placed under an internation- 
al commission. 


The story goes that if we don't 


make a new treaty with the Re- 
public of Panama we shall have 
trouble and fighting the rest of 
our days. 


But if that's how it is we would 


be better off to stand on our pres- 
ent sovereignty and meet troub- 
le now— instead of waiving sov- 
ereignty and multiplying trouble 
and fighting in the future.

Catholics 
Ahead in 
Vietnam Vote

SAIGON (AP) - Catholic can- 


didates in South Vietnam's sen- 
atorial election surged ahead in 
returns today, and the nation's 2 
million Roman Catholics appar- 
ently will have strong repre- 
sentation 
in 
the new upper 


house. 


Earlier returns had indicated 


that supporters of Vice Presi- 
dent-elect Nguyen Cao Ky would 
be in the majority, but lists 
known to support him are no 
longer among the top six. Six 
lists of 10 candidates each will 
be elected to form the 60-mem- 
ber body. 


The latest returns were still 


incomplete, and although some 
of the leading tickets are sure 
winners, others could lose out 
by the time the final vote is an- 
nounced. 


The leading ticket with a mar- 


gin insuring victory is led by re- 
tired Gen. Tran Van Don, a for- 
mer minister of defense who 
was once rumored to be Ky's 
vice presidential choice when 
Premier Ky was planning to run 
for president. 


Two other leading tickets are 


predominantly Roman Catholic, 
one of South Vietnamese natives 
and one made up of refugees 
from North Vietnam. The South- 
ern ticket is led by Nguyen Van 
Huyen, a civilian member of the 
national directorate which now 
helps rule the country. 


In all senatorial tickets there 


is some balance, so the Catholic 
tickets 
have 
a 
few rep- 


resentatives of other religious 
or political groups. 


Exactly how the new Senate 


will work with the Thieu-Ky 
government cannot be forecast 
now. The Senate slates are not 
expected to stay together but to 
split up among blocs just as life 
assembly has done.

Tax Reform 
Won't Touch 
Oil Allowance 


By JOSEPH R. COYNE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Johnson Administration is near- 
ing completion of a tax reform 
package incorporating the first 
overhaul of estate and gift taxes 
in a quarter century. But the re- 
vision is unlikely to touch the 
27:/2 per cent oil depletion allow- 
ance. 


As now contemplated, the tax 


reforms would apparently result 
In no tax windfall for the Trea- 
sury Department but would bas- 
ically represent a shifting of tax 
burdens. 


This would run counter to sup- 


porters of a congressional drive 
to tighten exemptions and spe- 
cial preferences in the present 
tax law to reduce or even elimi- 
nate the need for a tax increase. 


One of the targets is the oil 


depletion allowance which some 
critics want lowered to 15 per 
cent. 


Opponents of the allowance 


have tried unsuccessfully tor 
years to lower It. Present indi- 
cations are that they'll get no 
help from the administration 
this year. 


Instead, the reform program 


is expected to cover estate and 
gift taxes, industrial develop- 
ment bonds, tax-exempt founda- 
tions and churches, and the 
multiple 
exemptions corpora- 


tions sometimes claim by set- 
ting up paper subsidiaries. 


Officials are also discussing— 


but 
no decisions have been 


made— the possibility of includ- 
ing the changed tax treatment 
of the elderly which the House 
Ways and Means Committee re- 
jected In approving an increase 
in Social Security benefits. 


Under this system, the exclu- 


sions for tax purposes of Social 
Security benefits, 
the retire- 


ment income credit and the ex- 
tra $600 personal exemption for 
persons 65 and over would be 
replaced by a flat exemption— 
$2,300 for single persons and 
$4,000 for married couples. 


This program would not affect 


the tax-free status of 16 million 
elderly who pay no tax. About 
2.8 million would enjoy tax cuts, 
the Treasury said. 


The taxes of the remaining 


one million elderly would be 
raised. 


Any tax reform message is 


also likely to reject the use of 
tax Incentives to finance such 
projects as pollution control and 
the cost of a college education.

Q—Can a doctor learn more 


about a kidney through X ray 
or a cystoscope?

to inspect the interior of the 
bladder. It may also be used 
to introduce tiny catheters 
into the ureters which lead 
from the kidneys to the blad- 
der. These catheters may be 
used to compare the urinary 
output of the two kidneys or 
to inject an opaque dye into 
the pelvis of the kidneys prior 
to X ray. What a doctor ex- 
pects to learn from any type 
of examination depends on 
what he is looking for. Any 
test that helps him 
under- 


stand the nature of your trou- 
ble is important to both of 
you. 


Q—I blush a lot, even when 


talking to my family and for 
no apparent reason. What 
would cause this? 


A—I was beginning to think 


that blushing was a lost art 
like the quadrille. Undoubted- 
ly, some persons blush more 
easily than others. The slight- 
est show of emotion in these 
persons causes the blood ves- 
sels of the face, neck or upper 
chest to dilate. This is espe- 
cially noticeable in persons 
with light coloring. The ten- 
dency may slowly abate after 
several years if one is fre- 
quently thrown into situations 
where one must meet new 
people. Some persons who 
blush easily become perma- 
nently red-faced, but this is in 
no way a threat to their 
health.
